1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the response filed on 08 December 2005, which has 
been entered in the file. Claims 1 - 24 are pending. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Andreasson et al. (WO 01/93183, of record)(hereinafter referred to as 'Andreasson'). 

Adreasson teaches/disclosure an identical method and a system for reproducing 
the barcode by recoding a barcode having a plurality of base elements and using a 
sequence of images from an image sensor wherein the images in the sequence is 
partially overlapping, wherein the method generate base element position information 
regarding borders of base elements in the images by analyzing the images in the 
sequence, values of base element extracted from the base element position information 
wherein the values are based on the pixels of the images of the base element, detecting 
edges in an image, detecting directions of extension of the edges the image, rotating 
the image, so that the directions of extension of the edges correspond to the direction of 
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extension of rows or columns of pixels in the image, and reconstructing the bar code by 
values of the base elements (see claims 1-21). 



Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 08 December 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

In response to the applicant argument that "...Adreasson fails to disclose, at 
least, "reconstructing the bar code using the base element values" as recited in claim 1 , 
18, 20" (see page 10, line 7+), the Examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant 
wherein Adreasson clearly discloses reconstructing the bar code using the base 
element in claim 8. 

In response to the applicant argument that "....Adreasson fails to disclose, at 
least, "rotating the image, so that the directions of extension of the edges correspond to 
the direction of extension of rows or columns of pixels in the images " as recited in claim 
2" (see page 10, line 16+), the Examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant 
wherein Adreasson clearly discloses rotating the image in claim 2. 

In response to the applicant argument that "Applicants respectfully submit that 
the Examiner has the burden of pointing out the portions of each reference the 
Examiner has relied upon" (see page 1 1 , line 6+), the Examiner respectfully request to 
review claims 1-21 of Adreasson, in fact, the claims 1-21 of the Adreasson is almost 
identical to that of instant application.
